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BRITISH ARMY

MEETS DEFEAT

Troops in Mesopotamia Meet
Greatly Superior Turkish

Forces and Are Forced
to Retreat.

London, Dec. 4, 3:30 p. m The
British army in Mesopotamia is in
retreat. Official announcement was
made today that the forces of General
Townsend were retiring to

Tho text of tho official statement
says :

"General Townshend remained in
occupation of the battlefield at Ctesi-pho-

beating all counter attacks, till
he had completed the removal of his
wounded and of 1,600 prisoners taken
from the enemy; but in view of our
heavy losses and tho arrival of Turk-
ish reinforcements, ho then with-
drew.

Total Casualties 4,567.
"It is reported that our total cas-

ualties in these actions amounted to
4.5G7. No report is made of any po-

litical officer being wounded, as was
alleged in the Turkish official state-
ment.

"On the night of November
1, General Townshend fought

a rear guard action against greatly su-
perior Turkish forces. Our casualties
in this action aro estimated to have
been 150 of all ranks.

"Two river 'boats were disabled by
shell fire and had to be abandoned.

"General Townshend comments on
tho steadiness of the troops and states
that tho retirement was carried out
In perfect' order. By latest reports,
General Townshend was within a few
miles of upon which po-
sition lie is retiring."

The British announcement confirms
a Borlln wireless dispatch of two
days ago to the effect that the Brit-
ish were being forced back in the di-

rection of 105 miles
south of Bagdad. The wireless mes-
sage quoted an official Turkish report
which said the British were fleeing in
disorder after losing five officers and
many men in three days' fighting. The
British attempted to make a stand at
Azizl, but were again routed.

Ends Bagdad Campaign.
The defeat of the British puts an

end for the time being to the hope
of capturing Bagdad, tho objective of
their campaign.

In their advance they occupied
Ctessiphon on tho Tigris, eighteen
miles below Bagdad. They were com-
pelled to retire on account of lack of
water and on attempting to resume
tho advance on Bagdad were con-
fronted with a strongly reinforced
Turkish army, resulting in the battle
reported from Berlin.

Athens, Dec. 4, via Paris, 9:30 a. m,
Public opinion is veering toward the

fullest acceptance of the demands of
the entente powers. While the gov-
ernment is hesitating in framing its
reply thousands of refugees are ar-
riving at Fiorina after tramping the
deep snow from Monastir. All build-
ings are crowded and hundreds aro
without shelter. Children are dying
from hunger and exposure. The mu-
nicipal treasury has been emptied and
appeals for aid havy been made to
Athens.

TO BE DEMANDED

Total of $196,000 for Each of
Fifty-fou- r Men, Indicted for

Graft Required.

6,946 COUNTS EACH

Blackmailers in Chicago Ex-

tort Tribute From Contract-
ors and Property Owners.

Chicago, Dec. 4. Charles C. Case,
assistant state attorney, said today
he was prepared to demand bail ag
grogating $10,530,000 for the release
of the fifty-fou- r defendants named by
the grand jury yesterday in indict-
ments charging labor graft. He said
he would demand total bail of $195,000
ior 'each man Attorneys for the de-

fendants contended that the bail was
excessive.

There are G946 counts against each
defendant forty-seve- n of whom arc
officials and members of the Build-
ing Trades' Unions, two are saloon-
keepers, two bartenders, two plate
glass dealers and one electrical con-
tractor. They are charged with ex-

tortion, conspiracy and malicious mis-
chief.

Blackmailers Extort Tribute.
' It is charged by the state's attor-
ney that the amount of tribute' col-

lected by the indicted men totals near-
ly $500,000. Chicago was divided Into
nine sections for the purpose of black-
mail, according to the state's attor-
ney. Over each of these nine dis-

tricts presided one official who di-

rected persecution against contract-
ors, or property owners.

Crews in automobiles swept through
the city, it is alleged, breaking plate
glass windows of buildings under con-

struction. . It was charged that the
victim would bo obliged to settle with
the extortionists to have the practice
stopped. Tho work of blackmail and
extortion was reduced to such a sys-

tem, it was charged, that daily "un-

fair lists'" were sent to each of the
nine districts. The usual procedure
was to call a strike on the ground,
that no union material vwas "being
used.

"These men are a disgrace to un-

ion labor and should be drummed out
of it," State's Attorney Maclay Hoyne
said. l

NO WARNING WAS

GIVEN STEAMER

Algerien Was Torpedoed by
Austrian Submarine and

Shells Fired Which
Killed Captain.

Paris, Dec. 4, 7:55 a. m. "Further
particulars of the sinking of the
French steamship Algerian qn No-

vember 25 show that the vessel was
torpedoed without warning by a sub-
marine flying the Austrian flag," the

Rome correspondent of tho Journal
telegraphs. "The submarine also
fired shells, one of whlcn killed the
captain.

"The crew lowered boats. One of
them picked up the captain's body,
but this boat was then attacked and
sunk by the submarine."

No previous report has been re-

ceived of the sinking of the Algerien
but a London dispatch of November
29 probably referring to the same in-
cident, said the French steamship
Algerle had been sent to the bottom
and that twenty-nin- e members of her
crew were missing, eight having been
saved. The Algerien, of 1713 gross
and 260 feet long, was built in 1881
and owned in Marseilles.

husband, is said to be his staunchest
supporter.

According to tho authorities, the
evidence against the son consists of
a high power rifle equipped with a
patent silencer found secreted in his
garage, which is said to have been
tho weapon that caused the banker's
death, and which young Dickens pur- -

chased recently in Denver.

as saying it will be proved that he
was in his home caring for two of hii
children at the time the murder wai
committed.
